Cascade Prototype Update: 


We are making progress. John, K7RO, Vern W6MMA, and I (Doug, KI6DS) 
all have the receiver section of our prototype Cascades working. But, it was 
not without a struggle. 

When you build prototypes, you will find bugs and problems, that 
is why you build them. The Cascade has not been an exception to that rule. 
We just spent a week finding a major bug in the audio amplifier section. The 
LM383 worked fine in John's rig, but Vern and I were having huge current 
draws, and the 383 was really running hot. John and I spent several hours 
on the phone trying different fixes and none of them working. Finally, I 
decided to send my rig to John so that he could troubleshoot the problem. 
(Remember, his rig was working fine.) As soon as John had the rig he 
found the problem was the board. It is a double sided board and one of the 
holes had not plated through, so the circuit was not complete and not all of 
the parts were connected. As soon as he discovered and fixed the problem, 
we found that the 383 was blown. He put another one in, and bingo! the 
receiver came right up. 

Vern was on hold waiting for John to diagnose the problem, and he 
made the necessary corrections to his board last night. He also had the 
same problem with the connection not being plated through on the board. This 
is why you want to solder both sides when you can on a double sided board. 
Vern called me and I knew as soon as I picked up the phone that he had his 
receiver section working, as I could hear it in the backround and I could 
hear the excitement in his voice. 


The next step is to get the transmitter side working. When we have 
that working the battle will be over! It is a real relief to get the problem 
solved, and I was very nervous until the cause was discovered. So far, the 
three prototype boards have been very similar in characteristics, which is 
a good sign. There is a fourth prototype being built by John Koenig, but 
John is sharper than the rest of us. He is waiting until we finish to build 
his so he can let us have the "fun" of all of the discoveries. 

We have discovered a great mike to use. It is the Radio Shack 
speaker mike that sells for $19.95 and is on page 39 of their current 
catalog. This mike is cheaper than the MFJ, and is readily available. The 
mike also has an external speaker jack, so that you can bypass the speaker 
in the mike when you are using it at the home station. 

I should mention that we received very good service from the company 
that did the prototype boards. John sent the files to them on Monday and he 
had boards in hand on Wednesday, yes of the same week. 2 days turnaround!! 
The boards are double sided, plated through (all except 1 hole!!), but they 
don't have a solder mask or silk screen. (The production run will have both) 
The cost to NorCal was $150 for 4 boards that are approximately 5.5" x 6". 

I am anxiously awaiting the return of my rig, should have it today or 
tomorrow. 

The Cascade is the next project of the NorCal QRP Club. It isa 
dual band SSB rig that will put out 8 watts PEP on 75 and 4 watts PEP on 20 
meters. It is in a Sierra style case (all connectors and controls are board 
mounted, NO WIRING), and it uses plug in band modules that are similar to the 
Sierra (no they are not interchangeable). We will show the prototypes and 
debut the rigs at Dayton. The price goal is <$150 for a complete kit. The 
goal looks reachable, but we will not have a final price until the prototypes 
are finished and working. The Cascade is designed to be a simple, easily 
reproducable SSB kit that can be built by the average builder with a minimum 
of test equipment. There will be a comprehensive manual, and one of the 
features of the manual will be that the rig is built in 10 steps, with 
testing of each section before going on to the next. This was the same 
procedure that Roy Gregson used in the NW80-20 rig that is currently being 
sold by Dan's Small Parts, and was published in the September 1994 issue of 
QRPp. Stay tuned, more to follow..............

Get the 8044ABM, the rest are actually out of production. The ABM suffix means 
that it can do type A or type B keying, plus it has the option of adding a 
speed meter. Another thing abt ABM chips is that it can be configured to do 
negative weight adjustment as well as positive, unlike the earlier versions 
which didn't allow negative adjustment. The ABM has more pins (4 more I think) 
but apparently it will fit into the same socket as the older ones, with the 
extra pins hanging out. I know the ABM has built in sidetone circuitry but am 
not sure if the earlier chips have this feature, presumably so. For the same 
price, the 8044ABM offers a lot more.

Subject: Ferrites (was VHF Baluns)... 


All-- 


I fired off email in response to Mike WA8MCQ's suggestion that we were closer 
to the truth regarding ferrite composition with "Gee, ferrite would indicate 
some iron to me". Well, it does. 


According to the Kirk-Othmer Encyclopedia of Chemical Technology, ferrites 
(as we use them, not the metallurgical term for Fe[sub3]C) are composed of 
transition metals, iron and oxygen. Those used for telecommunications, radio 
or computer memory [how many of you remember (let alone have seen) magnetic 
toroid core memories?] are usually xspinelx ferrites, with chemical structure 
M2+Fe3+[sub2]O[sub4], where the M can be Manganese, Magnesium, Zinc, Cobalt, 
Copper, Iron, or mixtures of these. 


The manganese/zinc ferrites are most often used in telecommunications 
circuits. Radio circuits most often employ Nickel/Zinc ferrites. By careful 
adjustment of the nickel:zinc ratio, it is possible to make "ferrites" that 
cover the permeability range of 10-2000u. Hence the different mixes etc. for 
ferrite cores. 


Initial permeability (measured at 298K) is inversely related to frequency of 
application. The higher the permeability, the lower the fequencies for which 
the material is usually used. As an example, Ferroxcube type 4C4 (which 
seems close to Amidon type 43) has an initial permeability of 125u, and is 
suggested for use bewteen 1-20 MHz. Ferroxcube type 3B7 has an initial 
permeability of 2300u, and is suggested for used between audio and 300 kHz. 
These suggested uses seem centered around filter uses, power transfer or 
transformation, and do not address other uses such as RFI suppression.

I have a question for the list. I have a need for a portable 
antenna. I cannot erect a permanent antenna at this location 
and I have no trees to throw wires into. Also I want to work 
from this location on a pretty regular basis so I want something 
that is small and relitively simple to set up when needed.

Subject: OHR Classic Keyer 


This relates to all those people who are have the OHR Classic with the keyer 
option, and all those who got the mini keyer board from me. I have noticed a 
slight error in the OHR circuit diagram on which the mini keyer was based. The 
56k resistor found in the circuit (the one in series with the weight adjustment 
variable resistor), really should be a 5.6k resistor, not 56k. The circuit will 
still work, of course, but having a 56k in place of a 5.6k means that your 
dot-dash ratio is not exactly 1:3, and if you are observant, you may have felt 
the keying to sound a little strange, and perhaps muddled at higher speeds. 
This was what happened to me when I finally (after all these months) hooked up 
my keyer to a real paddle (my new Bencher), and once I tried it on higher 
speeds, 45 and above, I noticed a muddling of the elements. Looking through the 
circuit, and at the Curtiss spec sheets, I noticed the mistake made by OHR. So 
the simple thing to do is to replace the 56k resistor with a 5.6k and you will 
notice the much improved keying.

>From WA8MCQ, 14 March 1995: Here is the text, word for word, of the 
resignation letter of WN2V. Although it was addressed to the "inner 
circle", he authorized me to share it publicly on the QRP list. My 
personal commentary follows it. 


6 March 95 
To: All Board members and Directors; 


It has been a year since I became Acting President. During that time 
I don't feel that I've been able to be effective as President of this 
club [QRP Amateur Radio Club International]. We have only a few 
board members that are still current and my feelings are that only a 
radical change in Club by-laws and operating procedure will keep the 
club going. At this time with pressing personal matters and a lack 
of desire to carry on, I officially resign as President of the QRP 
ARCI. The Vice president, Buck Switzer, will have to assume the 
leadership of the club until you elect a new president. 


I have thought very deeply as to what course the club should steer. 
Listed below is my idea of what it would take to turn things around. 


1. Eliminate the offices of president, vice president, and 
secretary/treasurer. 

2. Select a General Secretary who would have authority to get things 
done accountable to a Board of Directors. 

3. The Board of Directors would only have to approve expenses above 
$500 and rule on policy changes. They would not have to be ask [sic] 
to approve every little thing. 

4. The General Secretary could enlist the aid of volunteers to chair 
various depts. 

5. The old constitution and by-laws would be thrown out and a new 
simpler one written, and new incorporation if required. 


I am wishing you all much success and I am happy to have done what I 
could for QRP. 72, Les Shattuck, WN2V

The following are personal WA8MCQ comments, and not to be construed 
as an official pronouncement from the QRP ARCI. I speak only for 
myself, although I did read this over the phone to both N8CQA and 
WN2V and incorporated some of their additional comments. 


First, a word about Buck Switzer--he told me that he is accepting the 
position of Interim or Acting President, and will step down when a 
suitable candidate appears and is voted into office by the Board of 
Directors (and Officers? not sure exactly what the procedure is). He 
told me I should continue what I have been doing for some time now, 
which is trying to find a suitable candidate who is willing to be the 
President. Although I have never really made it very clear (and may 
never have even mentioned it), everything I have been doing in recent 
months--recruiting Board of Director candidates, Presidential 
candidates, various staff positions for the QRP Quarterly, etc--has 
always been done with close coordination with the sitting President 
and full approval beforehand. Although I may have frequently given 
the impression, I am not a "committee of one doing all the 
appointing". (That's not a swipe at K5FO; although I think those 
words are his, I have received the same comment from a number of 
people, and it's entirely my fault for not making it clear that I was 
always acting with approval of the President. ) 


Talking to Les on the phone, he does not necessarily expect that 
these somewhat radical recommendations will be followed. There have 
been a number of detailed, well thought out suggestions from people 
in the last couple years, such as Rich Arland, K7YHA, and Fred 
Bonavita, W5QJM, suggesting overhauling the power structure of the 
club, streamlining it and making it more responsive. Few, of any, of 
the changes have been implemented, for various reasons, but it seems 
to be agreed on by many that the club does need to do some serious 
thinking about its structure, purpose, aim and direction, etc. My 
own feelings are that the size of the BoD should be reduced 
significantly, since it is extremely difficult to work with 11 people 
via mail to get discussion, a consensus and vote. It is, of course, 
crucial that if we have a smaller board it must be staffed entirely 
by people who will be actively involved at all times and fully 
support the President, whoever that may be. 


One problem that Les experienced was the tremendous enthusiasm and 
support of Dayton gradually tapering off in the following months. 
This is, of course, not an indictment against any of the people 


involved, since we all know this happens to any organization of any 
sort--it's just basic human nature and virtually inevitable, at least 
to some degree, and Buck knows it will occur and is a potential 
problem for him as well. 


During recent months I repeatedly asked Les to officially define who 
the Board of Directors consists of, but he consistently declined to 
do so before Dayton. Although there are ten names listed on the back 
page of the QRP Quarterly (one position on the 11 member board is 
unfilled), the terms of many of them expired at the ends of 1993 and 
1994 (normally, a third of the board is replaced every year). At the 
end of 1993, those expiring were asked to remain on the Board for 
some period (the length of which I do not know). To the best of my 
knowledge, that was not done at the end of 1994. 


Those who have unexpired terms as Board members are myself, along 
with Danny Gingell, K3TKS and Bob Hajdak, N8CMZ. All three of our 
terms expire at the end of 1995; this can be verified by checking 
past issues of the QRP Quarterly (I do not have the specific issue at 
hand right now). At Dayton in 1994, Doug Hendricks, KI6DS, was 
appointed to the Board. I do not know what the term was, but it may 
have been for a full three year term. [I had a call from him later, 
even he does not know what his term or status is.] Aside from these 
4 people, I am unable to discern the true makeup of the Board. I 
talked with a few people recently who were asked to stay on. One 
said that he no longer considered himself a board member, and another 
said he did. 


During 1994, Les requested people interested in being on the Board to 
submit their nominations, and I know of at least one who did. 
(Tonight, Les told me five people responded to him.) For reasons 
that are unclear to me, there were no calls for elections in either 
of those years (1993 and 1994); I was very disappointed at that, 
since I had found several good candidates for the Board in both 
years. If any of those people are still interested, or if any other 
members are interested in being on the Board, Buck Switzer, N8CQA, 
requests that you contact him with a brief resume to throw your hat 
in the ring. (654 Georgia, Marysville, MI 48040) He would like 
this done before Dayton. (By the way, those two years with no 
elections cover two different administrations of the club. Little 
would be accomplished by trying to place blame on specific 
individuals, and, considering all the facts as I believe them to be, 
there really are no clear cut "villains", anyhow; it's just something 
that happened, and needs to be put behind us.) 


Those who will be attending the meeting at Dayton (which may possibly 
be opened up to observers) should be prepared for an interesting, 
demanding and intense time, and probably won't be disappointed. 


There are many important topics to be covered, and surely many hard 
decisions to be made. After talking to Buck and Les, I believe it is 
not inconceivable that the by-laws (or constitution or whatever we 
have) may be scrapped and completely rewritten on the spot. They may 
also produce two separate documents, a short set of by-laws together 
with a longer, more detailed set of "operating procedures". 
(Remember, this is personal commentary and not an official club 
pronouncement :-) ) 


After most of this was written I had a long conversation with Doug 
Hendricks. We covered a wide range of topics relating to the 
operation and structure of the club and QRP Quarterly and are pretty 
much in agreement on most topics. More importantly, he and I both 
have high hopes for the future and strong commitments to it, for 
putting the past behind us and moving the club forward. (Although I 
did not bring it up during our conversation, I hope we will both 
survive any possible "purge" of the Board--after all, this is an era 
in America of anti-incumbent fever :-) ) 


I am always more than glad to discuss the details of this and other 
background information on the phone (410-551-1633 home); I don't know 
if even the key players know all the facts, myself included, but I am 
willing to share my knowledge and perspective. (I have been in 
regular contact with WN2V during his entire presidency, as well as 
other people.)
